Dick Reynolds, President of the Black 
Student Union, whe witnessed the argu- 
ment, said, ‘‘We thought this would be 
the final meeting before implementation 
of the ethnic studies program but nothing 
happened because Dr. Johns was too busy 
cussing out Dr. Butz for coming up with 
a constructive program. This type of 
discourteous behavior is another insult 
to the minority students en campus.” 


Johns’ apology 


Thirty minutes later Dr. Johns office 
issued a letter of ‘‘sincere apology” in 
which Johns said: ‘I was not as well 
informed as I should have been” and 
apologized for ‘‘what may have been 
interpreted as improper and discourteous 
conduct with one of my colleagues.” 

At the same time his office sent letters 
to the academic Deans requesting ten 
positions be made available for the ethnic 
studies program. 

The students immediately rejected the 
apology and the ten positions Johns offered, 
According to Grantland Johnson, Vice 
President of B.S.U,, the ten positions were 
Originally a compromise end now the 
ininority students are asking for twenty 
positions because of Dr. Johns’ action 
earlier that morning. 

Johnson went on to say, ‘‘In the past 
we have allowed Johns to determine all 
of the terms iow we feel we must find 
mutually #bie grounds,” 


Getting together 


These points were all brought out at 
a press conference called for 12:00 noon 
by minority students. Kepresentatives 
included; Betty Eng and Carol Lai of the 
Oriental students; Steve Arvizu, Frank 
Munoz and Frank Godina of MAYA; Dick 
Reynolds and Grantland Johnson from the 


BSU; and Glenn Ericksen of the Young 
Republicans. 

Glenn Ericksen was vepresenting a 
coalition of 14 largely white student groups 
which had met at 10:00 a.m, that morning 
to discuss racial problems at Sacramento 
State. On hearing that negotiations had 
broken down for the ethnic studies pro- 
gram, those present formulated a letter 
urging Dr, Johns to implement the pro- 
gram by April 14. Ericksen was then 
chosen to appear at the press conference 
to show support for the minority students 
in their quest for an ethnic studies pro- 
gram. 

Ericksen said that white students, too, 
would like to participate in the program 
because ‘‘we are all being cheated’’ by the 
present curriculum. 


Johns’ theory 


When asked to be more specific in 
their reasons for rejecting the ten posi- 
tions offered by Johns, Reynolds said, 
“Because we compromised once we gave 
up some of our pride; we now feel the 
administration should give up some of 
its pride. For that reason we are now 
asking for twenty positions.’’ 

A newsman asked the students what the 
position of the ethnic studies program was 
now. Reynolds answered, “Paper’’, and 
then went on to say, ‘‘Johns has a credi- 
bility gap. He tells the students one thing 
and the deans something else. He has 
this heat dispersion theory. You put a 
man between you and the heat.”’ 


Answers needed 


The minority students are now demand- 
ing Dr. Johns personally sit down and deal 
with them. Grantland Johnson said, “We 
don’t want to meet with someone Johns 
Wants to use"as a scapegoat again, What

good does it do to work in good faith with 
the President’s representative, come to 
a constructive agreement, then learn the 
President refuses to honor the program 
formulated? We have gone out of our way 
to avoid another San Francisco State.’ 

The students reiterated that if violence 
did come to the campus, the outside com- 
munity would have to understand itas “‘the 
direct result of the failure of established 
procedures to provide answers.” 

Dr. Johns was unavailable for comment 
after the press conference.

The breakdown in the negotiations for an ethnic studies program 


is nothing less than a disaster. 


At the very least, Doctor Johns is guilty of monumental bad judgment. 
His decision to repudiate in front of students the work done by his 


Academic Vice-President was in poor taste. 


Worse, it makes all 


the admonitions to minority students to work within the system seem 


hollow and hypocritical. 


At issue now is not whether 10 positions or 10,000 positions are 


te be made available for ethnic studies. 


At issue is whether or not 


students can implement meaningful changes within the administrative 


framework of this school. 


The coalition which has formed to promote the Ethnic Studies pro- 
gram is testimony to the lack of faith many students now have in our 
administration. When the Young Republicans can make common cause 
with the Black Student Union, the entire spectrum >f student opinion 


can be said involved. 


What led to such a coalition? It would appear that a policy of ‘*too 
little, too late’ would best describe Doctor Johns’ approach. 

After directing Otto Butz to meet with the students asking for the 
ethnic studies program, Dr. Johns found it unnecessary to meet with 
the students for the next six months. Yet, in his letter of apology for 
the repudiation of Butz’s work, he says, ‘‘I was not as well informed as 
I should have been.’’ Whose fault was that? 

Otto Butz’s office is only four doors down the hall from that of Dr. 
Johns. Doctor Johns meets regularly with Butzon a variety of matters. 
Surely, if he felt insufficiently informed, he could have asked a few 


questions. 


Further, the students say they were led to believe that the ethnic 
studies program was being coordinated with the academic deans, The 
academic deans allegedly told the students that they knew nothing con- 
crete of the entire program, Whose fault was that’ 

Finally, by allowing what Dr. Johns said ‘‘may have been inter- 
preted as improper and discourteous conduct with one of my colleagues 
to take place in front of students who had been negotiating in good faith 
with that same ‘‘colleagues’”’ shows a lamentable lack of judgement. 
How can the students be expected to negotiate with a man they have just 


seen repudiated? 


In answer to all these problems, Johns chose to issue a letter of 
‘sincere apology’’ and then leave the campus, What off-campus appoint- 
ment was more important then this potentially explosive situation? 

The time for hastily issued letters of apology is past. Dr. Johns’ 
belated request, by letter again, for the 10 ethnic studies positions 
he had refused only moments bdore smacks of insincerity. 

As we have said, too little, too late. We call on Doctor Johns to stop 
writing letters and to meet face to face with the students who feel he 


has ‘‘insulted’’ and deceived them. 


It is the very least he owes to them and to this school.

fatalism tinge? 


Editor, The Hornet: 

I detected a tinge of fatalism 
and uncalled for sarcasm in Mr. 
Burns’ commentary on the racial 
confab held last week. 

My impression was that he did 
no more, in fact less, than those 
150 students supposedly didn’t or 
did do. 

I would ask this much about 
Mr. Burns’ article: Did he pin- 
point the problem or its causes 
or did he offer any hope for 
solution of the problem or did he 
offer any solution at all? 

Did he ask whether there was 
any possibility of a reconciliation 
between human beings or their 
human interests and needs rather 
than their racial needs and self- 
protective interests? 

Mr. Burns’ generalizations of 
the problem left me confused and 
bewildered. What exactly are the 
charges, Mr. Burns? Do you 
yourself know? 

Mr. Burns pointed out all the 
differences, but none of the simi- 
larities. It was much easier for 
him to cry foul than it was to 
search for some common 
area of agreement, some common 
interests that would unite us with- 
out robbing anyone of their indi- 
viduality as an Afro-American or 
Chicano, 

His view that we are not going 
to solve the problem of not being 
able to communicate meaningfully 
with one another only compounds 
the problem and widens the gap. 
This view is an insult to what the 
human spirit can achieve and has 
achieved. It is an insult to great 
and common mien alike ofall races 
who have bridged and rebridged 
so man, gaps of so many of our 
varied and complex human prob- 
lems. 

There is no_ denying the 
problem of communication, the 
immediate urgency of the prob- 
lem, or that the problem will be 
solved by talk alone. These are 
simple truths in themselves. 

But what I do deny as a human 
being is the sarcastic, over- 
generalized, hopelessly negative 
attitude of Mr. Burns in analyzing 
the problem and the way in which 
others have tried to discuss it 
and resolve it. 

No, Mr. Burns, I am not a 
Greek, a card player, or a white 
conservative and I’m not letting 
off steam or salving my con- 
science, I’m simply asking for 
specifics on the issue/s and what 
has caused the issue/s to come to 
a head. I would like the open and 
candid views of those involved as 
to why this issue has reached the 
point it has today. Bring the 
matter out into the open, clarify 


it, speak on it, act on it, Mr. 
Burns. I'm interested in your 
view. By all means, Mr, Burns, 


clue this campus in, for yours is 
a woefully sad community on the 
human spirit, More can be done, 
more is being done, more will be 
done, but not with sour kind of 
attitude, 

You have your challenge, Mr. 
Burns. We all share the chal- 
lenge and I’m sure, Mr. Burns, 
that more than 150 students stand 
ready to meet you half-way on the 
problem with a waking rational 
approach that just might work, 
Recognizing the problem, and dis- 
cussing it is half the battle won 
Mr. Burns; give it a try!
